With the return of the female, 
these display flights were stepped up 
to a new high pitch of intensity 
Together, the two birds would ascend 
to a height of a thousand feet or more, 
first one then the other taking the 
lead, stunting this way and that, 
often touching talons as they rolled 
over and whinnying in their excite 
ment rhe spotless white of his

THE ISLAND WATCHMAKER 


T the head of a long strath in the Isle of 
A Skye, near a small salmon river and in a 
district unfrequented even for the 
Hebrides, the island watchmaker has his home 
The word genius is lightly used, yet it would not 
be out of place to apply it to one who, without 
any previous training, has skilled 
repairer, if not a maker, of watches and clocks 
He has no assistants, no confrére to turn to for 
advice on some tricky job. His fame has spread 
far beyond the island and his clients post him 
clocks and watches not only from Skye, but 
from the length and breadth of Britain, so that 
it has become hard for him to overtake all the 
work which awaits him. There is scarce a morn- 
ing when the postman, walking over the moor, 
often wind-swept and harried by slanting rain 
from the high hills to the south-west, does not 
bring him at least one registered parcel. He 
lives far from the nearest post office; far from 
the nearest bus route (even Skye has its buses);

in America Chandler states that buds enough 
for a crop on trees of a few varieties may sul 
vive ina temperature of 20 degrees below zero 
if the temperature during the few days pre 
ceding has enough to keep them 
frozen. (One might also add “ provided that the 
cold followed a reasonably dry autumn.” 

Peach and apple blossoms are about equal 
in tenderness, but after pollination peach 
flower becomes tenderer more rapidly than 
apple flowers, and when the calyx falls from the 
swelling peach fruit a temperature of four to 
five degrees below freezing is as low as the peach 
can stand, as compared with six or seven degree 
of frost for the apple. Yet the peach flowers in 
early April, while the apple waits till late in the 
month or early in May. At the apple-flowering 
period spring frosts have a nasty knack of 
developing as high-pressure systems from Scan 
dinavia or the Continent move over to us. On 
the climate of California, obviously not com 
parable to our own, Chandler reports In the 
climate of California, where no crop is lost as a 
result of winter freezes, and crops are rarely 
lost from spring frosts, the peach crop from 
year to year is one of the most uniform crops of 
any kind known.’ 

Finally, as regards rainfall, the peach needs 
water than any other fruit 
American estimates give water re quirements of 
80 tons of free water per acre in the top 4 ft. of 
soil for peaches, while citrus fruits need 120, 
plums 160 and apples 240 tons. In accepting 
this it should be remembered that soil parts with 
up to half its water content only 

From such figures we can assume that only

The pre-Conquest manor 
of Firle, which belonged to 
the abbey of Wilton in 
Edward the Confessor’s 
reign, was a very large one, 
of 48 hides and valued at £60. 
In 1086 it was part of the 
Sussex fee of the Count of 
Mortain, who had tke castle 
of Pevensey. From the reign 
of Edward II or earlier West 
Firle was held by the Lyvets, 
and it remained theirs until 
1440, when Thomas Lyvet 
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as Constable of the Towet 
until a few days before 
the proclamation of Lady 
Jane Garey as queen He 
was promptly restored to 
the post by Mary, and so 
attended the execution of 
Lady Jane and the Dudleys 
Mary also appointed him 
Lord Chamberlain. In 1555 
he was given charge of 
Princess Elizabeth. His long 
active career came to an end 
only with his death, which 
took place at Firle in April, 
1556

of a blocked doorway with a pointed and 
chamfered arch (A on the plan) which cer 
tainly looks much older than the early 16th 
century. It is quite possible, therefore, that 
parts of an earlier building were incorporated 
in Sir John Gage’s courtyard house. If so, 
was it the old Heighton manor house of the 
St. Cleres? We have seen that it cannot have 
been the manor house of West Firle, and 
Virle Place lies distance to the east of 
the church and village. Sir John Gage, how 
ever, purchased the sub-manor of Hosiers in 
West Virle between 1532 and 1538. 

On the south front there is still one Tudor 
gable, ending the roof of the west range of the 
inner court (left of Fig. 2), and it has two 
windows with arch-headed lights and labels, 
which are probably of the original form, 
though the lower one has been restored. The 
first-floor room under this gable has a Tudor 
fireplace, and east of the room below it, in 
what is now the dining-room, there is another 
(lig. 7), which was discovered about 50 years 
ago. In both these fireplaces the spandrels 
are incised with lines as though there had 
been an intention to carve them. There was 
also found in the dining-room, hidden by wall 
paper, the painted frieze seen in the photo 
graph, also part of a diaper pattern to the left. 
The frieze has scrolled motives of Renaissance 
character, and there are two shields, display 
ing the arms of Gage quartering St. Clere and 
flanked by cherubs. A date towards the 
middle of the 16th century may be suggested 
for this painted decoration, which originally, 
no doubt, covered all the wall area.

beam roof is still in position; the hammer 
beams have curved braces, which are moulded. 
The screens passage and buttery were at the 
north end, where there is now a subsidiary 
staircase, and there are cellars beneath. These 
also extend southwards and then eastwards 
under the staircase hall and beyond. In one 
place, below the passage on the west side of the 
hall, there is a Tudor doorway with carved 
spandrels 

Krom the long and detailed inventory 
attached to Sir John Gage’s will some inter- 
esting facts about the house can be gathered, 
although, as he enumerates his goods by 
categories and not room by room, it is not 
possible to gain a complete picture. There 
are references to the hall, chapel, great 
parlour, little parlour, nursery and two ward- 
robes, also to the kitchen, buttery, dairy and 
brewhouse There were many bedrooms. 
I welve testers for beds, several of them richly 
embroidered, are enumerated, and there were 
40 feather beds—two large ones of down, eight 
“for standing beddes, of the best sorte,’’ 22 
“of a meaner sorte”’ and eight ‘of the lesser 
And it may be mentioned here that 
Sir John’s campaign furniture is described : 
“Myn owne taynte for the feld with the 
lymber to the same.” The equipment 
included a field kitchen and buttery, a tent 
for captains, stable, all of timber and canvas, 
and a little tent for the surgeon, 

The great hall had ‘‘1ij tables of beche 
set on trescelles dormant wth iij lyke formes” 
(beech, of course, would have been lighter 
than oak and easier for moving); and “one 
new greate cupbourde joyned,” on which the 
plate would be displayed, stood “in the hawle 
wyndow,”’ implying an oriel, which no doubt 
projected into the outer court near the south 
end. The main staircase probably occupies 
the position of the great parlour, which may 
have had the state bedroom above it; and it 
would be reasonable to identify the present 
dining-room with the little parlour, but as 
this room was hung with green and red say, 
its walls are unlikely to have been painted. 
In the great parlour there was a long table 
“of firre’’; it is interesting to note, among 
other tables, a square one “ of walnuttree wth 
a frame of the same wood"’ and two of 
“brasell,”’ a reddish-brown wood from the 
East yielding a dye, after which Brazil was

In the east wall of the staircase hall 


there is a Tudor doorway with carved span 
drels (C on the plan), which was discovered 
behind the 18th-century plaster panelling 
after the first World War. This proves that 
there was a Tudor range on the south side of 
the outer court. It may have contained the 
chapel, which would have been correctly ori 
entated in this position. In Sir John’s inven 
tory he mentions a gilt chalice and paten 
vestments, altar cloths, candlesticks, ‘‘a 
greate bell to hange in the chapell,”’ also two 
long cushions, one of which was “occupied 
dayly”’ in the chapel, the other in the church 
A mention of a standing bed “ over the owter 
gate’’ establishes the fact that there was a 
gatehouse to the outer court, probably in the 
position of the present arched entrance. And 
this leads us to ask whether the outer court 
was already completely enclosed in Tudor 
times. 

It is uncertain whether the 
Georgian alterations were carried out by the 
seventh Baronet, Sir William, between 1713 
and 1744, or his successor, the first Viscount, 
between 1744 and 1754. We shall return to 
this question next week, but may anticipate 
here by saying that probably the latter com 
pleted what the former had begun. Points to 
which we may draw attention now are that 
the north range is wider than the south range 
and has a higher roof; the north front is 
unbroken until it reaches the wing projecting 
from the hall range, whereas the south front 
has a projection at the east end before it joins 
up with the entrance range; the south front 
has no surrounds to its windows, except in the 
projecting portion where the staircase hall is 
whereas all the windows of the east and north 
fronts have them. 

The stone used in the older parts of the 
house is believed to be Caen. What is remark 
able about the masonry is that even in the 
Georgian portions of the house it is com 
posed of very smal] blocks, for the most 
part regularly coursed. It is not unlikely 
that the walls of the south range are 
largely Tudor, but since there is no evidence 
from windows,

A portrait of 
Elizabeth, Queen of Bohemia, by Van Somer, 
hangs on the right of the door leading to the 
staircase hall (Fig. 5), and she is partnered by 
Thomas Gage, the general in the American 
War of Independence, in a full-length signed 
by Hugh Barron, a pupil of Reynolds. 

Sir John Gage, Knight of the Garter, was 
succeeded by his son Sir Kdward, whom 
Queen Mary made Knight of the Bath, As 
Sheriff of Sussex he had the unpleasant task 
of superintending the burning of the Lewes 
Martyrs. When he died in 1567 the position 
of recusants was still tolerable, but his son, 
John (died 1598), suffered severely 
under the penal laws and was twice com 
mitted to prison, He was able, none the less, 
to fulfil his father’s wishes, as expressed in his 
will, by erecting monuments in the Gage 
chapel in the church to his grandfather and 
father and their wives, and also to set up his 
own monument. On each he had inseribed 
the customary Catholic prayer for mercy on

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THOROUGH TESTING - 


SKOM time to time I have questioned 
4 whether all cars are inspected and tested 
with sufficient care before being delivered 
to the motorist, and it is the more pleasing, 
therefore, after a day spent at the Rover fac 
tory near Birmingham, to report that I was 
most impressed with the methods followed 
there, Inspection before assembly and during 
the course of construction and the final testing 
of the finished car are of a very high standard 
Before actual construction begins all com 
ponents bought outside are subjected to inspec 
tion; these components are delivered to an 
isolated store, so that it is impossible for any 
thing to reach the production line without 
previous inspection, It was noticeable, par 
ticularly in the machine shop, that the average 
age of the workers was much higher than in 
many other factories, and I had the impres 
ion, both from observing work in progress and 
talking several workmen, that a great 
intere taken in the actual job, as distinct

inspection 

At the start of the engine assembly line 
such parts as pistons, gudgeon pins, connecting 
rods and piston rings are very carefully matched, 
80 that the closest possible approach to perfect 
fit can be achieved. On the vast majority of 
cars built nowadays it is common practice to 
assemble the engine very tight, and leave it to 
the purchaser to run the car in over an extended 
mileage, but I noticed that here the engines 
were being fitted in the true meaning of the word 
I found that with as little leverage as that of a

starting handle the engine could be turned 
easily, On many makes of car it is usual to 


drive the engine for a short time only while 
pumping paraffin through to clean out any

| have previously explained that the pro 
portion of the total labour charges in building 
a car which are due to inspection and testing 
varies from tactory to factory: a 
reasonable average is about 10 per cent, It was 
explained to me at Rovers that this figure is 
exceeded appreciably on certain operations, as 
the speed of working is considerably higher than 
the speed of checking. With the modern auto 
matic machine one operator can turn out, for 
example, enough camshafts in a fraction of the 
working week to supply the week's production 
of cars. Checking these camshafts for inaccuracy 
(which, in effect, means checking the accuracy 
of the automatic machine) requires three 
inspectors, to prevent production being held up 
Even if we assume equal wages for all four men, 
this means that on this particular part 75 per

down for examination, and once a month an 
engine is withdrawn at random from produ 
tion and given a 25-hour full-torque test: i.e. it 
is run for 25 hours without pause at full throttle 
and full load. This is equivalent to approxi 
mately 25,000 miles’ running. As a further pre 
caution, after any change in engine design a 100 
hour full-torque test is done 

lo make sure that other parts measure up 
to the engine, all gear are carefully 
matched on a special machine, and axles are 
given a 100-per-cent., test. They are fitted into 
a machine which allows them to be run up to full 
speed, either forward as though driven by the 
engine, or on the over-run. During this test the 
axles are also tested for air-tightness, so that no 
axle likely to leak oil can pass into service. Some 
of to-day’s cars go straight from the end of the 
production line to the delivery bay, but every 
Rover is submitted to a road test of at least 20 
miles. Because of the great difficulty of always 
finding the same stretch of road free enough 
from other traffic to allow brake testing, for 
example, and because of the way in which other

body noises, the manufacturers have recently 
completed a private test track within their own

A spec ially-constructed section of corru 
gated road is incorporated in the circuit, so that 
after tracing any noises on the normal surface 
the tester can try the car under a good simula 
tion of the conditions in many overseas markets 
With a suitable model speeds of between 70 and 
80 m.p.h. should be possible.

CAR SLEEPER LIMITED 

Under the rather trans-atlantic name of Car 
Sleeper Limited, British Railways will begin in 
June a service for motorists wishing to visit 
Scotland with their cars. Many motorists who 
would like to visit Scotland for their holidays 
are put off by the long and tedious journey up 
the Great North Road, with its traffic conges 
tion, many danger spots and lack of good stop 
ping places. Those who are pushed for time find 
that the two to three days required before they

Each train will consist of closed vans with 
accommodation for 20 cars, and _ third-class 
sleeping cars. The northbound trains will leave 
King’s Cross on Wednesdays and Sundays 
at 7.45 p.m., arriving in Perth at 5.30 the 
following morning. Those passengers who are 
content to let their cars be driven off by a rail 
wayman can remain asleep until a more reason 
able hour. The trains to the south will leave 
Perth on Tuesdays and Saturdays at 8 p.m., 
reaching London at 6.5 the next morning 
The prices will be low: the return fare for car 
and driver will be £15, and £4 10s, for each addi 
tional passenger. If one allows £25 for the journey 
by road to Perth and back for petrol, meals and 
two nights’ hotel accommodation, it is clear that

FOG MASKS 

Much of the difficulty of driving in thick 
fog or heavy falling snow is due to the reflection 
of rays from the headlight straight back into the 
driver's eyes. Among drivers in the Monte Carlo 
Rally it has become common practice to fit 
large masks or hoods to the upper edge of the 
headlamps, and there is no doubt that they cut 
down the back glare considerably. One dis 
advantage of the permanent type of hood is that 
in many cases it serves as a trap for road dirt 
flung up by other cars. I have recently carried 
out some tests of a hood made of heavy rubber, 
which is fixed to the headlamp glass by suckers, 
so that it can be quickly attached in heavy fog 
or snow, and removed later, It might be thought 
at first that such a method of attachment would 
not withstand the wind pressure, even at the 
low speeds enforced by fog or snow To test 
this I attached the hoods when the roads were 
clear, and though I drove at high speeds they 
remained secure. I had the opportunity of try 
ing the masks in both fog and snow, and I found 
that, as the back glare was cut out, a normal 
dipped headlamp became almost as efficient as 
a special fog lamp. It is difficult to carry out 
precise comparative tests, but it seemed that 
the slight flexibility of the rubber hood pre 
vented snow from building up on it anything 
like as much as on the metal type fitted 
permanently to the headlamp rim

The hand above shows a familiar situation 
If the cards lie fairly well for East-West, they 
can make nine tricks in Hearts or Clubs for a 
score of 140 or 110; by the same token, if North 
is left to play in Two Spades, he may well lose 
six tricks, but in this case a mere plus of 100 will 
give East-West about three match points out 
of a possible 14 on the board. So Ruff started 
reasoning on these lines : 

“ The opponents’ intervention is a nuisance, 
but each of them may be stretching; at other 
tables, for instance, North may pass over One 
Heart, leaving East-West with a clear run. In 
our case, East’s free bid of One No-Trump might 
be partly based on four goodish Spades—and, in 
any event, what can I lose by doubling? All right, 
North makes his contract, and we score a zero 
but the double has only cost three match 
points; we will get a bad score anyway if we 
leave him in Two Spades undoubled. On the 
other hand, if Two Spades can’t be made, the 
double gains about 11 match points—even one 
down gives us 200, which exceeds the value of 
any part-score that is on for our side.”’ 

So Ruff let fly with his first “ tight’’ match 
points double. North had a singleton Heart, 
and the Ace of Spades was with South, so Two 
Spades doubled was made with an overtrick 
When told of this disaster, I could only suggest 
that Ruff had pushed a good principle rather 
too far !

N RADUALLY, almost  imper 
ceptibly, relief comes to land 
lords, though they may well 

feel that they are being accorded tardy 


recognition of their services to the 
community However, better late 
than never, as the saying goes, and 


the Requisitioned Houses and Hous 
ing (Amendment) Bill, which was pub- 
lished the other day, aims to free all 
residential property from Government 
control within the next five years 
Most people, one imagines, will 
agree that requisitioning was essen 
tial during the war years, and for 
several years after the war. But it has 
been allowed to continue for too long, 
and there is no doubt that some local 
authorities have found it convenient 
to maintain a housing status quo by 
hanging like limpets to property that 
was bequeathed them in an emergency. 
Moreover, they have had an added 
inducement in that losses incurred in 
the handling of such property have 
been guaranteed by the Government 
Now, in the first place, owners are to 
be given the opportunity of taking on 
existing tenants at controlled rents, 
with compensation for loss of vacant 
possession value; and in the second, 
where other accommodation cannot 
be found within five years, local 
authorities will be advised ‘‘to try to 
obtain leases of requisitioned houses, 
or of other houses in substitution for 
them, for a term of about 10 years.” 


ONUS ON AUTHORITIES 

OR is that the sole onus placed on 

the shoulders of local authori 
ties, for the Bill goes on to say that in 
the last resort, if sufficient houses can 
not be obtained by these means, 
authorities will have to provide the 
balance by buying a certain number 
of requisitioned properties or other 
suitable properties instead, and that 
the price paid is to be “fair market 
value, with vacant possession.’’ And, 
as a further deterrent to any local 
authority that may contemplate hang 
ing on to requisitioned property, the 
Bill provides that after April 1 of next 
year, authorities will be called on to 
pay 25 per cent. of the cost of rent, 
repairs and management, the whole 
of which has hitherto been borne by 
the Exchequer. Finally, the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government 
reserves the right to direct a local 
authority to release a house or to buy 
it at market price, with vacant posses 
sion, before the end of the five-year 
period, ‘“when the owner is suffering 
severe hardship through not being able 
to obtain vacant possession or to 
realise the capital value of the vacant 
house oy 


A RIGHT TO SELL? 

HE report of a case, published on 

the same day as the contents of 
the Requisitioned Houses and Hous 
ing (Amendment) Bill, that will have 
been welcomed by property-owners 
all over the country, 
appeal by a Glasgow firm against the 
Secretary of State's decision that they 
were not entitled to sell a number of 
houses and flats that had been built 
with assistance from the Exchequer 
and the rates, on the grounds that “in 
accepting that assistance the company 
undertook an obligation to make the 
houses available for letting.”
